—America’s biggest naval vic- 
tory of the war—was believed 
today to have driven the 
enemy fleet into its inner 
strongholds and completed the 
at least temporary neutraliza- 
tion of Truk as an offensive 
base. 

A communique from Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz yesterday dis- 
closed that the most powerful 
naval striking force ever assem- 
bled in the Pacific sank 28 Japan- 
ese ships, including three war- 
ships, and damaged 18 others, 
one of them a battleship, during 
operations that carried nearly 
1,200 miles west of Truk to with- 
in 550 miles east of the Philip- 
pines.

The latest American blows 
brought the total number of Japa- 
nese ships sunk since the start of 
the war to 1,358 the number prob- 
ably sunk to 86 and the number 
damaged to 1,163. 

The attack on Palau knocked out 
temporarily a key link in the Japa- 
nese chain of bases supplying and 
reinforcing Truk, once regarded as 
the enemy Pear! Harbor, depriving 
Truk of needed aid at a time when 
it was being brought under increas- 
ingly heavy air assault by bombers 
from the south, southwest and cent- 
ral Pacific. 

(A Japanese Domei dispatch 
reported by the U.S. foreign 
broadcast intelligence service said 
about 20 American Liberators 
had bombed Truk Thursday 
morning, Two of the raiacers were 
shot down, the broadcast claim- 
ed.)

Keeping Them Informed 


Conspicuously reticent as it is on other 
phases of the fighting, Moscow is more 
than obliging in giving out information on 
one subject. Day by day it supplies Berlin 
with full particulars as to the number of 
German soldiers who have been killed in 
each of the several pockets where they 
have been rounded up for convenient 
liquidation. 

The people in the Reich are thus left in 
no uncertainty as to what is happening to 
their sons, brothers and husbands serving 
in the eastern theatre. Nor as te the cumu- 
lative results of the operations there. The 
picture presented to them is one of the 
Hitler armies growing smaller day by day, 
permanently smaller, and weaker, Stalin- 
grad, Cherkassy, the Crimea, Odessa, 
Skala; these are words which carry a ter- 
rible significance for the subjects of the 
Fuehrer, terrible for its personal meaning 
and for the defeat it so pointedly indicates. 

What is going on right now in the cor- 
rals of Odessa and Skala must bring more 
than agony to German minds. The futility 
of the needless sacrifice cannot surely fail 
to suggest itself also.

Temporary Guests 


Two hundred arfd seventy-six men and 
women refugees from Hitlerism have ar- 
rived in Canada, They come from the over- 
run countries, perhaps some also from 
Germany. Among them are doctors, engin- 
eers, farmers, nurses, teachers. A national 
commiitee guarantees that they will not 
become public charges, They are to be 
given asylum in the Dominion until the 
war ends. Then, the understanding is, they 
are to return to the countries from which 
they were driven, whether those who 
chased them into exile approve or do not 
approve. 

This point is important, and Canada 
should see that their return and re-estab- 
lishment in their homelands is provided for 
in the articles of peace. It may be that 
Canada would be the gainer if every one 
of these exiles became permanent resi- 
dents, But there should be no question 
about their entire liberty to go back and 
live in their own countries if they want to. 
Nazism would gain one of its main objec- 
tives if people who have been drven out 
of Nazi-ruled lands were not restored to 
their full rights of citizenship, and under 
conditions which will make certain that 
these rights will not again be taken away 
trom them. :

No More Sakhalin Oi 


The Japanese are to get out of the 
Russian half of Sakhalin island, bag and 
baggage, taking mined coal and stored oil 
with them, but handing back oil and coal 
concessions which were not due to expire 
until 1970. The pro-Jap clauses in the 
agreement are obviously face-Saving for- 
mulas rather than compensatory provi- 
sions, What is signified is that Russia 
swung the big club and Tokyo capitulated. 

It was by the same method that Japan 
obtained the concessions back in 1925. It 
was then ready for war and Russia wasn’t. 
That clearly understood fact was the basis 
of the negotiations by which Japan 
acquired coal and oi! rights to which it had 
no claim whatever and which Russia gave 
up only because it was not in position to 
fight. Having now attained that position, 
Moscow cancels the concessions 26 years 
ahead of time—and Tokyo acquiesces, with 
or without the characteristic toothy smile. 

That this is a blow to Japan’s war 
economy is plain enough, though how 
serious a blow time will have to disclose. 
A point to note is that Russia is not to 
supply any oil to Japan until after 
the end of the war. Unless large reserves 
have been accumulated Tokyo will have to 
look elsewhere for fuel to keep its planes 
flying and its warships moving.

Burma in the Headlines 


Burma has come back into the war 
news to claim a distinction all its own. 
There are two offensives running in the 
upper section of that jungleland, the Japs 
staging one and the Allies the other. They 
are nowhere near each other, and each 
antagonist is on the drive where the other 
might be expected to be the aggressor, And 
in each case considerable progress has 
been made, 

In the west the Japs have invaded 
India’s northeast province of Manipur;

aiming to cut the new life-line between In- 
dia and China, constructed to replace the 
Burma road when the Nipponese captured 
the lower section of that highway. 


But 200 miles in the rear of these Jap 
invasion columns, on the other side of <he 
country, Allied ground forces and para- 
troops are driving from north and south 
toward Myitkyina, the main Jap base in 
the whole northern area. The object may be 
supposed to be to clear the enemy out of 
northern Burma before the rainy season 
begins in a few weeks, and connect up the 
new China life-line with the upper section 
of the Burma road. 


In neither arena has the fighting yet 
reached the decisive stage, and in jungle 
warfare it is even more hazardous than 
usual to forecast the outcome of a battle or 
a campaign. It seems fair to assume, how- 
ever, that the tangled situation has come 
about through Allied, not Japanese, initia- 
tive. The Allied leaders in the jungle are 
not men to have plunged far into enemy 
territory without preparations and plans 
and sufficient forces. Nor without knowing 
that back in Assam there are suitable ar- 
rangements to duly take care of the Japan- 
ese adventurers who have launched what 
looks like a forlorn hope among the hills of 
Manipur.

The war department at Washington 
estimates that 100,000 Japanese soldiers 
are marooned on islands in the South 
Pacific, doomed to be killed, starve to 
death, or surrender—with odds that they 
won't surrender. That is a sizable army, 
even at the present day scale of calcula- 
tion, and it can probably be disposed of 
with nothing like the Allied losses incident 
to a big battle on one extended front. Tojo 
staked these men on confidence that Japan 
could keep control of the sea and air, and 
thus supply and reinforce them. Control 
having passed to the Allies, he can write 
off the maroons as lost assets.

Canada is to contribute during the 
coming year $800,000,000 toward mutual 
aid, and the relief and rehabilitation fund 
of the United Nations. The bulk of the aid 
will go in the form of munitions and sup- 
plies to Britain, Russia, Australia and 
China, Assistance given to these countries 
is not charged up as a collectible debt. 
One way or another a good deal of the 
amount will come back in future as an 
honorable discharge of obligations, but 
there is no documentary provision to that 
effect. So long as the munitions and sup- 
plies are used against the Nazis and Japs 
the accounts will be considered squared, 
even if the recipients are never in position 
to pay.

They also believe that this re-edu- 
cation” should be carried out by 
the Germans themselves, possibly 
with the help of a small number of 
Allied advisors, for those who ad- 
vocate such a plan think that most 
teachers it? Germany have good 
democratic minds, or that they will 
be so disgusted with Nazism that 
they will undoubtedly teach chil- 
dren the horror of war. 

The idea is a bit astounding to 
those who know the Germans and 
who contend that the spirit of the 
average teacher in Germany always 
was one of aggression or at least 
one of pride in the strength of Ger- 
many, in the super nation.

A few years ago, a former mem- 
ber of the Reichstag, Curt Seyer, 
in a pamphlet called Hitler's New 
Order, Kaiser’s Old Order, wrote 
that “the conscript army has been 
in Germany the school of national- 
ism. And not the army alone: the 
elementary school, secondary 
schools and universities—have been 
in Germany the pillars of national- 
istic and military tradition—and 
they did not cease to exist during 
the Weimar Republic.” 

A book published in Berlin, in 
1941, by a Herr Spielhagen under 
the title Wehrerziehung gives us 
another proof of the German teaeh- 
ers’ way of thinking. The book is 
interesting inasmuch as it quotes at 
length a document issued_in 1935, at 
a time when National-Socialism had 
not been able yet to apply its prin-

“Tll just drop you at the tavern 
for a bite to eat, then I'll take 
care of the mail and be back in 
half an hour,” Herman Plass said, 
much more executive - mannered 
than his appearance indicated. 


In the tavern, where half a 
dozen villagers gathered for @ 
light noonday drink, the pro- 


prietor pointed glumly to a wall 


menu listing half a dozen items. 
I asked for ham and eggs. 
“Haven't got ’em,” he said, “But 


you can have a ham an’ egg sand- 
wich, 

I tried to convince him we were 
talking about the same thing ex- 
cept I wanted mine on a plate, 
not between slices of bread, “Y'll 
have to ask the cook,” he said. 


* * * 
The cook showed up, another 
man past middle age. He guessed 


he could fix ham and eggs. When 
he brought them he stayed to 
chat 

“Them are Roosevelt's eggs 
you're eatin’. Fresh, too. We git 
‘em off the Roosevelt farm. Lots 
of people ‘round here eat the 
President's eggs and buy his 
Chris’mas trees.” 

I'd have heard all the gossip 
of Hyde Park if Mr. Plass hadn't 
come back, I had thought Mr. 
Roosevelt's place the main attrac: | 
tion, but Mr. Plass said the Presi- 


dent’s home didn’t hold a candle 
to the Vanderbilt mansion, so we 
drove there in the aging Plass 
Plymouth, 

The guide was right. Just as 
the north edge of the village, the 
Vanderbilt mansion is a magnifi- 
cent relic of the days when multi- 
millionaires unabashedly spread 
themselves, Frederick W. Vander- 
bilt, grandson of “the Commodore,” 
built the place between 1895 and 
1899. For tax purposes the value of 
the mansion was once given as a 
million dollars, the furnishings two 
millions. Both figures seem ex- 
tremely modest. 

The three-storey stone palace 
has some 50 rooms and is filled 
with ancient tapestries, priceless 
carpets, antique furniture from 
royal households, marble columns 
and painted masterpieces. 

But even more impressive is the 
site, on a hill above the majestic 
Hudson. Huge trees lace their 
branches above the 200-acre lawn. 
A stream, turbulent with water 
from snow melting back in the 
woods, runs through the grounds. 
An elaborate Italian garden kept 
10 men busy in the old days. Van- 
derbilt heirs gave the estate to the 
Government in 1940 and now it’s a 
national historic site, run by the 
Department of the Interior.

I'd have liked to spend the rest 
of the day there, but Mr. Plass 
thought we ought to get over to the | 
Roosevelt library, so we travelled 
the Albany Post road through the 
village—with its school and post | 
office in old Dutch style, following 
the President's local crusade for | 
more such buildings—and twoj{ 
miles south to the Roosevelt bold- | 


ings. There, near the President's 
home and just off the paved road, 
is the new library, built of field 
stone in the same Dutch style. 

Many of the President's books 
and papers have been turned over | 
to the library and some are on dis- 
play, but the documents are not | 
yet available for research. 

Mainly the building is filled with 
gifts which have come to the Pre- 
sident from people al! over the 
world—dozens of ship models, old 
family carriages and the like. When 
he is at Hyde Park, Mr. Roosevelt 
uses a study in the new library, an | 
attractive room containing his per- | 
sonal books. Dominating the study 
is a picture of his mother. The | 
statues and pictures of the Presi- 
dent in the library show a constant 
changing of his appearance until 
now he has very much the appear- 
ance of his strong-featured mother.

Rich bracelets and an intricate 
tiara, presented to Mrs, Roosevelt 
through the President at the Casa- 
blanca conference, are displayed 
in one case. They were from the 
Sultan of Morocco, taken from his 
jewel collection. 

Another case has a number of 
war products. Beside three car- 
tridges on a small stand is this 
legend: 

“Cartridges made at Twin City 
Ordnance Plant, 1942, presented to 
the President by Peggy Johef, an 
employee of the plant, during his 
tour of inspection of war industries 
and army and navy bases in Sep- 
temper, 1942.”

The book, of course, contains the 
usual propaganda for Hitlerism, 
but it is significant to note that this 
Weimar Republic product asserts 
that there is no difference between 
Germans and Nazis. National 
Socialistic education and soldiery 
education, he states, are supported 
by three common pillars: 

“1) the social strength of the in- 
dividual, inherited through 
the blood of his fathers; 

2 belief in blood affinity to a 
community of one and the 
same nation and fate; 

3) loyalty to the leaders born of 
this community of one blood 
and fate.” 

In that respect, Herr Spielhagen 
is in complete agreement with an 
article published in December, 1937, 
by the National-Sozialistiche Monat- 
shefte and which ended with the 
following words: “National-Social- 
ism is Prussian socialism of devo- 
tion to the State, which, in the 
socialism of defense must prove 
itself as genuine and which recog- 
nizes its ideal obligation in the 
socialism of the front.” The sen- 
tence is in the usual somewhat ob- 
scure vernacular used by dictator- 
ships, but its meaning is neverthe- 
less quite clear, And Herr Spiel- 
hagen is also in full agreement 
with a Dr. A. Roth who, in a book- 
let published in Berlin in 1940 
under the tithe of Wehrmacht und 
Weltanschauung wrote: “The army 
and the navy of the Weirmar Reich 
were national-socialist. The resur- 
rected Wehrmacht (of March 1935) 
is a guarantor for the national 
socialism of defense, and on this 
foundation it could be erected as 


j|the last and highest school for the 
|German youth.” 


Another German, Friedrich Nau- 
mann, gave us and idea of how 
the German mentality is formed in 
his book Mittel Europa, published 
in 1915; This working class in com- 
bination with its educated employ- 
ers, with our syndicate leaders, 
with our Civil Service and officers, 
does not offer the most charming 
and amusing society possible, but 
does constitute the most practical, 
safe and durable human machinery. 
This living national machine goes 
its way whether the individual 
lives or dies; it is impersonal or 
super-personal, has its frictions and 
interruptions, but is as a whole 
something that has never come to 
pass exactly in this way before; it 
is the historically developed Ger- 
man character,

All this has been achieved by 
Prussian military discipline. 

“If our opponents like to label 
intrinsic connection between 
the work of war and peace as ‘Ger- 
man militarism’, we can only regard 
this as reasonable, for Prussian 
military descipline influences us all 
in actual fact, from the captain of 
industry to the maker of earth- 
works” ,., 

“Now it is our concern to carry 
through to its goal this essential 
German character, proved in the 
most sinister of wars. This will and 
must be set on foot directly when 
peace is concluded.”

with them. The policy laid down 
by President Roosevelt and the 
conventions into which this gov- 
ernment has entered establishing 
our relationship with all of the 
other American republics as one 
between sovereign equals, inaugu- 
rated a new epoch. Resentments 
were soothed. Legitimate com- 
pliants, political and economic, 
were satisfied. In no other way 
could the present inter-American 
system have been brought into 
being. 

MEMORIES LINGER 

But memories of the past still 
linger to the south of us, From 
the standpoint of expediency alone, 
if for no other reason, we should 
avoid even the semblance of any 
action which would reawaken those 
memories. And we have ample 
proof that Axis propaganda is not 
slow to take advantage of every 
opportunity to fan the suspicions 
of our neighbors. 

We are refusing to recognize the 
existing government of Argentina. 
We have openly urged the other 
American republics to adopt the 
same attitude. When we refuse 
to recognize a government in the 
Americas it is not, as some edi- 
torial writers seem to think, solely 
an indication that we do not wish 
to place the seal of our official ap- 
probation upon it. Much more is 
involved than that. As Walter 
Lippmann so very ‘aptly said in his 
column of March 18, when this 
government refused to recognize 
an established foreign government 
(and especially when that govern- 
ment is exercising full authority 
within its own country), the United 
States is openly expressing its} 
hope that particular government 
will be displaced. 

The course we have taken could 
only have been justified if the for-| 
eign policy of the present Argen- 
tine dictatorship or Axis activities 
in Argentina, had endangered our 
own ability, and that of the other | 
American republics, to defend the | 


New World. That, fortunately, now 
that Argentina has broken with 
the Axis, is not the case. Existing 


inter-American defense machinery, | 
actively in use for over two years, | 
provides ample safeguards to take 
care of these dangers. 

ANOTHER ARGUMENT 

Samuel Grafton, for whose sin- 

cerity and for whose defence of 
the principles of liberal democracy 
I have profound respect, brings 
forward another oft-repeated argu- 
ment in his column of March 23, 
He maintains that it is illusory to 
take the position that this govern- 
ment should not interfere in the 
internal affairs of Argentina since,’ 
as he says: 

“President Farrell is a Fascist, 
and he has usurped power, as Fas- 
cists do, for the express purpose 
of interfering with the freedom 
of Argentina to manage her in- 
ternal affairs as she pleases.” 
Like Mr. Grafton, other leaders 
of liberal thought in this country 
who performed so valuable a serv- 
ice some fifteen years ago when 
they publicly condemned interven- 
tion by the United States in other 
American republics, now seem to 
think that interference is justified 
if it is directed against governments | 
which are dictatorial. They ignore 
the fundamental! truth that democ- 
racy within an independent nation 
was never yet created through im- 
position from obroad. It can only 
exist if it springs into being from 
the spirit, and through the action, 
of a people. Only the Argentine | 
people themselves can bring about| 


the return of Argentina to the| 
principles of democratic govern | 
ment, 

We are pledged as a nation to) 
wipe out Hitlerism and Fascism 


from the face of the earth, We 
maintain that pledge, as ope of our 
war objectives, because Hitlerism 
and Fascism attempted to domi- 
nate the entire world, and, by so 
doing, to make it impossible for 
any free people to determine its 
own destiny. Purely national dic- 
tatorships in the Western Hemi- 
sphere have risen and fallen for 


130 years. We have most certainly 
not assumed the obligation, as a 
nation, to further the establish- 
ment within the other American 


republics of governments that we 
ourselves deem desirable for the 
peoples of those countries. If we 
even appear to favor such a policy 
the good-neighbor policy and the 
inter-American system will im- 
mediately be destroyed.

Today German propagandists 
have a great advantage over those 
after World War I. Today they can 
call themselves “anti-Nazi”, as they 
will not have to prove it till the 
Nazis are out of power.

Dangerous 
because, affer the chief enemy has 
been defeated, nothing is more 
natural and human than to contact 
his less dangerous, less cruel 
successors, who have just ousted 
the bad man. And yet, anybody 
who knows the German character 
and has studied it—even only in 
the last thirty years — should 
realize the danger and be resolved 
to fight on. 


APPEASEMENT FATAL 


There must be some way to vor- 
rect a public opinion that, for 


twenty years, has been nutured hy} 


the pro-Germans. If the Ameri- 
cans are able to understand the 
necessity of taking their sons cut 
of the carefree home life ana 
sending them 3,000 miles away to 
fight an indirect material danger, 
why should they not understand 


that they must not give up fighting! 


when it comes to the point of 
suppressing a_ direct spiritual 
danger? 

Any appeasement of a German 
government, be it liberal, demo- 
cratic, socialistic or communistic, 


will prepare the way for a third 
World War in the ‘sixties of this 
century. 

History gives us the proof, The 
German Republic, for fourteen 
years, deceived the world with’ 
lies about its peaceful plans— 
the same lies that Hitler used 
after he came to power. In the 
beginning, after Versailles, the 
rearmament was carried out in 
secret but, after some time, it 
was continued in grand style 
and publicly. 

The aim was the same from the 
very beginning: revenge of a mili- 
tant people who absolutely de- 
nied that they had been beaten 
and were burning to prove their 
military efficiency in a second 
match, The point of honor was 
more important to the Germans 
than their impoverishment.

They are inaugu- 
rating their propaganda with a 
most effusive plea: the world is 
asked to pity the poor misled Ger- 
man nation suffering under the 
whip of cruel Nazidom, and Ameri- 
cans are urged to help the un- 
happy Germans to a new life of 
happiness and co-operation. 


THE PROPAGANDISTS 


Three groups have united for 
this drive: some of the German- 
Americans, the German bankers, 
and German emigrants. 

Many German-Americans whose 
forefathers left Germany of their 
own free will, in search of a freer 
way of life, nourish romantic feel- 
ings for the Fatherland. Though 
none of them would care to re- 
turn to Germany and take up his 
abode there, they want to see her 
honored and powerful — and they 
find themselves confronted with 
200 million Europeans who have 
been enslaved by the Germans 
and who are demanding the relent- 
less punishment of the oppressors.

PAN-GERMANIC LEANINGS 


Who are these men who are 
doing work for Germany at some 
of America’s greatest universities? 
There are no names of renown 
among them. They are a class that 
came over in the '20s, or were sent 
over later by Hitler — young men 
with pan-Germanic leanings who 
did not belong to the Nazi party. 


These _ nationalistic German- 
Americans have now concluded a 
truce with their former enemies, 
the socialists and liberals who are 
living here as refugees but who 
are hoping to return to Germany 
and regain their former influence 
and position, In their propaganda 
they promote a “strong” but 
peaceful Germany and tell of mil- 
lions at home who are waiting to 
renew the efforts of the first Re- 
public, more successfully this time. 

To contact the liberals, the apos- 
ties of Nazism have to trot back 
to democracy. They who, in 1933- 
39, were proud to bring to this 
country «interviews with and pic- 
tures of Mr. Goebbels and Prof. 
Haushofer now call public meet- 
ings against race hatred, and de- 
clare themselves friends of the 
Negroes and Jews. In 1933, they 
otficially accepted the swastika in 
their clubs and ousted Jewish 
members; now they invite the Jews 
to re-enter and seem to think that 
the insulted ex-members will gladly 
accept. 


TIME TO BE ON GUARD 


Yes, many are forsaking the 
sinking vessed of Nazi splendor. 
The swastika is rapidly becoming 
unpopular, and those who once 
revelled in letting it flutter now 
try to explain the democratic 
“inner man” of Germany. 

Big German bankers and in- 
dustrialists — Mr. Schacht, presi- 
dent of the Reichsbank, and Mr. 
von Schnitzler, president of the 
biggest German war corporation, 
the I. G, Farben — suddenly feel 
a longing for Alpine meadows and 
the beauties of Sevilla. Some have 
left the Fatherland permanently, 
Others are on the wing in and out, 
giving Berne, Stockholm and Lis- 
bon the honor of their presence. 
There they try to suggest a “strong” 
Germany to their American and 
European business triends — as a 
market in coming booms. 


It is time to be on the look-out. 
Did not the Dutch and the Nor- 
wegians refuse to believe the 
reality of a fifth column until, 
overnight, the Germans were 
marching down their streets?

Ancient races always were 
sincere, and the early Indo-Euro- | 
peans believed that the sun was 
newborn each morning, and that 
after riding across the world it lay 
buried at night.

Among the early Christians, Eas 

ter was the greatest festival of the 
year. It coincided with the Feast 
of Spring of the pagans. Song and | 
music always have been given rev- | 
erence, not only by the Hebrews 
but by all nationalities. The early 
Greeks from 1000 to 400 B.C. even 
thought it to be of superhuman or- 
igin. At a much later date the Ro- 
mans also rated music highly in 
their worship. It is recorded that 
at a religious festival in Rome dur 
ing the reign of Julius Caesar (100- 
44 B.C.) 12,000 singers and mu- 
Sicians participated. In Christian 
Rome song always formed an im- | 
portant part of the services, es- 
pecially at Easter. And down 
through the centuries music has 
played its part in Easter celebra- 
tions.

| again, who is even now at the right hand of God.” 

| HE Cross and the Resurrection are one. Our faith is rooted in the 
| revelation of God which is in Christ Jesus, in His birth, life, death, 
| resurrection and ascension. We believe that God has provided us 
with revelation which is an adequate and glorious answer to oyr 
essential need 

Sometimes we speak as though we had many problems. People 
ask questions about economics, morals and culture, and the Gospel 
is interested in all the people’s problems but in reality there are 
only two problems, sin and death. 

God created us for himself. Yet in thought, word and deed we 
depart from his fellowship and his will. As a result we experience 
separation and guilt and feel the need for pardon. The fact of sin 
meets us everywhere. The world is full of corruption and lawlessness. 
Sin is destroying both personality and society. 

The Word of God by revelation declares that God in Christ made 
provision for sin. Christ died a substitute for guilty sinners. His 
blood was shed to purge guilty consciences. By taking God at his 
word we experience pardon and cleansing. “When thou shalt make 
his soul an offering for sin... he sball see the travail of his soul 
and shall be satisfied.” 

However, death is the wages of sin. Our world is full of death 
Death in its normal course needs an answer but in our time the world 
is full of the death of the flower of the race.

teams while two others have been 
on all-star teams before. One of 
these is veteran Aubrey (Dit) Clap-| 
per of Boston Bruins who was left 
wing on the alternate team in 1931, 
first year for The Canadian Press 
selections. This year he is left de- 
fence on the alternate team.

Throughout the Dominion, from + 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, from 
Aklavik to Windsor, Canadians | 
on Sunday will pause to remem- | 
ber one of the greatest feats of 
arms in military history, and to 
pay tribute to the men who made 
it possible. Tomorrow, April 9, 
will mark the 27th anniversary of | 
the capture, by the Canadian | 
Corps, of Vimy Ridge, the most 
heavily fortified, and most for- 
midable natural defensive barrier 
on the Western Front. 

At daybreak on April 9, 1917 the 
four divisions comprising the Cana- 
dian Corps climbed over the para- 
pet and for the one and only time 
in the war attacked in line. The 1st 
Division was on the right, then the 
2nd, 3rd and 4th Divisions,

\City Realtor 
Submits Brief 
On Land Taxes 


“Property Taxation” was the 
topic of a brief submitted by A, 
A. Whyte, prominent Edmonton 
real estate broker, before the 
Canadian Association of Real 
Estate Boards, at the annual 
meeting of the association held 
earlier this week at Niagara Falls, 
Ontario, 

Mr. Whyte, a regional vice-presi- 
dent of the organization, quoted 
recommendations from the Sirois 
and outlined the situation 
in the City of Edmonton, regarding 
provincial and Dominion - owned 
properties which are tax-exempt, 
but for which the city provides ser- 
vices such as police protection, fire 
protection, utilities, and streets. 

Excerpts from the brief are given 
below: 

“The latest literature that we 
have on the subject is recommenda-' 
tions of the Sirois report, and its 
recommendations are based upon 
the opinions that the committee 
gathered from men who appeared

When You Can Make a Mudpie From ‘Your Garden Soil, 
It Is Too Wet to Spade. 


When Slightly Moist Soil Crumbles Easily in Your Hand, 


It Is Time 


When all the frost has been, 
thawed out of the soil in the spring, 
prepare to spade the Victory Gar-| 
den plot; but first test it to be sure 
it is neither too wet, nor too dry. 

The most reliable test is a simple 
one—call it the mud-pie test. Pick 
up a handful of soil and pat it be- 
tween your palms as you used to do} 
in childhood; if it holds together 
and makes a nice mud-pie, then it 
js too wet to spade. Keep off soil 
when it is in this condition, lest you 
form clods which will prove 
troublesome all summer. 

The more clay the soil contains, 
the more injury it will suffer if 
spaded when wet. Yet clay soil

should not be worked too dry; in 
fact, you can seldom spade it then, 
for it is too hard. 

There is a point between the two 
extremes when a handful of soil, 
patted between the palms, will 
crumble. It is not dry, but slightly 
moist, yet not wet enough to hold 
together ina mud-pie, At this point, 
even clay can be spaded easily, 
and will break up without forming 
clods. When the test indicates that 


this favorable condition prevails, do} 


not delay spading, otherwise the 
soil may dry out unduly, and com- 
pel you to wait for heavy rains to 
restore the right degree of mois- 
ture,

Every Victory gafdener needs a 
cold frame, In every month of the 
year there is important service it 
can render.

WASHINGTON, —- When I look 
back on my visit to Galapagos, I 
know why every man there calls it 
“The Rock”. To a geologist, I'm 
sure it would furnish several years 
of absorbing work, but to men estab- 
lishing gun positions and defences, 
| airfields and trying to find level 
space for a recreation field, it must} 
be one of the most discouraging 
spots in the world. It is as though 
the earth had spewed forth rocks} 
of every size and shape and, as one 
man said: “You remove one rock, 
only to find two more underneath.” 


In between the rocks, there is 
deep-red dust, which permeates 
everything. A few cactus plants 
grow and also a few trees, which 
are easily blown over because they 
| have no earth to root in, 


All the water is either distilled 
from salt water or is brought in on 
a tank ship from another island, On 
the whole island, there are just two 
places with running water, Other- 
| wise, tin basins or helmets are used 

for washing, and the regular set- 
up that men have at the front for) 
| showers¢is the order of the day. No 
luxurious living there! 

One boy in the dispensary, Cor- 
poral Edward Schwing, (who was 
born of American parents but lived 
18 of his 22 years in France, where 
his father still remains) had spent 
much time putting up very good 
battle maps (covering every front) 
with colored pins showing the vari- 
ous activities. He told me that many 
boys came in to watch the pins 
change! 

Galapagos is one of those places 
where “going native” would be very 
easy. For that reason, during the 
day, men at work may wear as few 
clothes as they choose but, for even- 
ing inspection, every man must be 
in uniform, The navy bars “whites” 
because they cannot be kept clean. 

One of the most attractive places 
on the island is the Bluejackets’ 
club, which the men have created 
themselves. Every bit of furniture 
and every decoration is their own 
handiwork. In the door of the club 
bangs a sign which reads: “Blue- 
| jackets’ club—women invited,” The 
|joke is that there are no women 
there! American women in Ecuador 
| have sent a few things like curtains 
and Ecuadorian straw hats to var- 
ious service clubs on the island,

Commander Huffman has some 
pets—two goats, Blackie and Ruth, 
each with a painted green and red 
horn.

The American man’s sense of 
humor was evident everywhere. 
They had held a competition at the 
navy base for the naming and the 
general appearance of the various 
quarters. The doctors’ quarters 
were labelled “Rock’s Docs.” That 
won the prize, There are outposts 
where small groups of men are 
stationed from three to six months 
and then brought back to the rock, 
but some of them get no more 
change than that, because men with 
their*particular skills are evidently 
scarce in the services and are need- 
ed there, 

You have to be deeply convinced 
that your job is an essential one 
in order to keep your balance and 
cheerfulness in these surroundings. 
I think perhaps it takes more for- 
titude and character to stand the 
loneliness and hardship of this 
kind of service without much ex- 
citement than the more active kind 
of service, though many women at 
home are probably happier with 
the knowledge that their men are 
not being sniped at by the enemy.

The exact amount of bile secreted 
is difficult to state since it varies 
under different conditions; how 
ever, the largest secretion occurs 
after a meal at which time the se- 
cretion is increased. Bile is dis- 
charged into the small intestine, 
where its digestive action is im- 
portant, particularly in the diges- 
tion of fats. 

Liver trouble is produced by 
very definite causes, chief of which 
are the following: First, over-eating 
of all kinds of food. Habitual over- 
eating must necessarily throw a 
heavy burden upon the liver. There 
may be no sign of organic disease 
of the liver but simply an inability 
to function well enough to take 
care of the unnatural burden plac- 
ed upon this organ by one who is 
eating more food than the body can 
use and make a part of the cell 
structure. Second, over-eating of 
starches and sugars. Third, ener- 
vation. The liver may be unable 
to take care of even a, normal 
amount of food because the body 
is enervated by bad habits and 
these habits which are not good 
waste energy which should be used 
by the liver. Lack of exercise, late 
hours, and excesses of every kind 
produce a condition which can not 
be overcome, even by judicious 
dieting. Fourth, sluggish elimina- 
ation may induce liver trouble, due} 
to the fact that it increases the in- 
testinal toxins which must be 
handled by the liver after passing 
to that organ by way of the portal 
circulation. 

After understanding these causes, 
it is not difficult to formulate the 
necessary substitute for those 
habits, which have been producing 
enervation, those good habits of liv- 
ing which improve the functioning 
of the. liver. Unquestionably, the 
entire elimination of starches, 
sugars and fats from the diet will 
bring about satisfactory results in 
the average case. I find that relief 
is obtained most rapidly when the 
patient is placed on a fast for about 
five days. During the fasting 
period, it is all right for the patient 
to use fruit juice, taking any kind 
desired provided it is unsweetened, 
but the fruit regimen should be ad- 
hered to strictly, The fast is to be 
followed by a careful diet until the 
liver is able to do a reasonable 
amount of work. 

You -can not expect,to overcome 
sluggishness of the liver by diet 
alone, for if not enough exercise 
is taken it will be almost impossible 
to use such a small amount of food 
as to insure normal metabolism, 
whereas, if vigorous physical exer- 
cises are taken daily, it is not then 
so necessary to be so careful to bal- 
ance the intake of food. 

Long walks.in the open air, deep | 
breathing, and calisthenics will 
bring about astonishing results in 
correcting faulty metabolism and in 
securing normal intestinal elimina- 
tion, thus adjusting metabolism so 
that the liver carries on its import- 
ant work unimpeded. Exercise is 
particularly essential and during 
exercise the liver receives a certain 
amount of internal massage which 
will do a great deal of good.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


| By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


The difficulties some babies ex- 
perience at first in eating from a 
spoon, may make it necessary to 
alter the order of the meal. Be- 
| cause all foods are served at one 

time, it is usual to offer the few 
spoonsful of solid foods first and 
then finish the meal with the 
bottle or breast feeding. 

When the child is hungry and 
eager for his bottle or nursing, he 
becomes irritated when ‘he is slow- 
ed up by the spoon feeding. The 
food comes out of his mouth, is 
spooned back over and over until 
finally he swallows it. But it makes 
him angry. He is hungry and wants 
to be fed, not these new foods in 
this new utensil, but by bottle. 

There is no harm in giving part 
of the bottle, so as to satisfy this 
first hunger and then offer the 
spoon-fed foods when that hunger 
is appeased. Wait until he is ready 
to be burped, which is usually 
about half way through the meal, 
then let him rest for a moment and 
present the cereal or vegetable, or 
whatever is designed for that par- 
ticular meal. 

It is inadvisable to wait until 
the whole bottle is consumed for 
then the child’s desire for food 
has abated and he is ready to go 
to sleep. New foods then are an 
insult to him and he will have 
none of them. 

This is all a matter of experi- 
ment with one’s own baby, and not 
one about which fixed rules can 
be made. In fact one may have 
to experiment with the foods them- 
selves in order to present those 
which the child likes best at the 
hour at which he is the sleepiest. 

If he is very indifferent to cereal 
and eagerly hospitable to sieved 
fruits, let it be the sieved fruit 
which is served at the meal pre- 
ceding his long nap, even if this 
is not the classic hour for it. Leave 
cereal then for some meal when 
he is wide awake and in a mood 
to take the time and make the ex- 
ertion necessary to get the cereal 
down, 

It is because we have to be flex- 
ible about the order and amounts 
of foods served to children who are 
“different eaters” that one hesi- 
tates to make rules which may up- 
set a parent and inspire her to be 
too rigid about feeding pro- 
grams. 

The really important thing is 
that a child get all the foods he 
should have at some time in the 
day, not at which meal.

HARDWOOD FLOOR 


A much-needed hardwood floor 
is being laid in the sun porch where 
the babies sleep. This is a very 
necessary improvement after using 
the old floor for 20 years. A num- 
ber company made a partial dona- 
tion of the lumber, 

In spite of the rationing of can- 
ned goods, the Home has been able 
to get canned milk and tomato 
juice for the babies. | 

What the superintendent calls | 
one of the blessings the staff has 
received is an electric refrigerator | 
which takes care of the babies’ 
formulas, The refrigerator saves 
members of the staff from six to 
ten trips up and down the base- 
ment steps, where the old ice box 
was kept. This means about 240 
steps each day, carrying the baby 
bottles to be kept cool. 


MAKING FORMULAS 


“Then there are from 220 to 230 
bottles to be washed and sterilized 
daily along with all the utensils 


used in the making of the formulas. 
Formulas are made twice daily,
